Tf the fractional system is acopted, 
par ot your course may be chanred, 
for example, from 72 to 71.00 or 
72.34. And pars in holes will spit 
up into fractions nlso, because the 
par totals of the holes comprise the 
course total, The players will be 
handicapped 8.47 instowd of merely 
8, etc.

CONTROL OF 
SHIPPING 


Following announcement ‘of the 
upplication to Hongkong of the 
Emergency Powers (Colonial De- 
fence) Order Jn Cauncll, the Hong- 
kong Government hos published the 
following notification, the first to be 
issued under the new Act: 

“1, It shall be unlawful, excepting 
under the authority of the Bonrd of 
Trade, to transfer or mortgage, or to 
transfer any mortgage of, any British 
ship registered in the Colony or any 
share in such a British ship; and if 
any person purports to e¢ffect any 
transfer or mortgage which fs un- 
lawful by virtue of this paragraph, 
then, in addition to.the transfer or 
mortgage being vold, he shall be 
guilty of an offence against this re- 
gulation punishable os provided = in 
regulation 84 published in Notification 
No, 703 of 20th August, 1939. 

“2. Notwithstanding: anything in 
section 53 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1094, on application made 
(whether before or after the coming 
into force of this regulation) for the 
transfer of the registry of a British 
ship registered ins the Colony shall 
not be granted excepting with the 
approval of the Board of ‘Trade, 

"3. Nothing: in section 48 of the 
Merehant Shipping Act, 1804, a8 
amended by section $3 of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1906, shall apply 
in relat.on to any alterations of a 
Uritlsh ship registered under the first

Abrogation

Tokyo, Aug. 27. 

It is understood that the Govern- 
ment is contemplating toking an 
carly opportunity to notify the 
signatories to the Nine Power Treaty 
of jts Intention to’ abrogate the pact. 

The Miyako Shimbyn says that 
since the Government refused to 
participate in the conference of the 
Signatory Powers nt Brusscla in 1937, 
it has generally been assumcd in this 
country that the pact Is a dend Ietter 
to oll intents and. purposes. 

There have been Increasing signs 
of late, however, that Britain, France 
and the United States are still 
promoting the Iden that the treaty 
should be the basis for discussion of 
various problems in the Far East. 

It is recalled that Britain and 
France protested to Japan at the 
end of last year regarding Japan's 
action In China on. the strength of 
the Nine Power Treaty. Japan js 
understood to have yet to make direct 
replics to the British and French 
representations, because It was 
thought that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had already clarified its attltude 
in its reply to a similar note from 
America, :
